»arks on the ſaid Pampblet, to make what Uſe thereof 
thou mayſt ſee meet. 


In Page z, he tells the Letter Writer, That he does 
'* by no Means intend to deny — that many Quakers 
© ({o term'd) are real Chriſtians, Men who have the 
© Mind that was in CurisT; with ſome of whom he 
thinks ita Bleſſing to conyerſe, &c. To which give 
me leave to obſerve, that it does not ſeem worth his 
while to reclaim, or draw back to hiniſelf, a Quondam 
Member of his Society (whom he owns in Page 15, to 
have an honeſt Heart, hut à weak Head) from a Peo- 
ple, ſome of 'wham, notwithſtanding their Difference 
from him in Opinion, and holding Tenets, which (for 
ant of his being thoroughly acquainted with) he may 
ſuppoſe erronious, are ſach ſubſtantial and real 
"Chriſtians, as to have the Mind that was in Carer ; for 
whoever attains to that, cannot be render'd more com- 
pleat, by conforming to any outward Ceremonies of Re- 
ligion whatſoever, . 
In Page 4, he ſeems not to underfland Rober t Bar- 
clajy's Words, That Revelations are net 1 br ſubjected 
"to the Examination of” the 'Striftures as a Touchſtone.” 
For ſuppoſe it was reveal'd to me, that I ought to go 
and viſit a ſick Perſon, and admoniſh or comfort him in 
© his' Diſtreſs, or to reproye an obſtinate Sinner; How ſhall 
I know by the Scriptures, when will be a proper Time 
to pay him that Viſit, when his Mind will be beſt diſ- 
poſed to receive Advice, or Reproof to his Benefit, and 
to my Comfort? Whatever this Author may think of 
the Difference of Times and Seaſons, the true Quaker 
knows a very great one, both in Relation to 2 


ing all Men depart. 
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and publick Duties; for tho' the Loxp is ever near 
to his People, yet he is ſometimes as it were behind 
the Curtain, and doth not cauſe his Face to ſhine upon 
them; and as the 1/-aelites were forbid to Journey, when the 
Cloud was over the Tabernacle; ſo it is with all, to whom 
the Lau is their Light, and the Lorb their Leader. 


In the ſame Page, he complains of a great Impro” 


priety of Expreſſion in R. Barclay's ſaying, That % 


Seriptures are not the principal Ground of Truth and 
Knowledge, nor the adequate primary Rule of Faith ana 
Manners — bat the Spirit is the firſt and principal Leader. 


The latter he acknowledges ; but in Relation to the 
Scriptures, 15 guilty of greater [mpropriety of Speech, 
in aſſerting, That he Spirit is no Rule at all; but that 
the Scriptures are the Rule whereby the Spirit leads into 
all Trath.---Whereas if the Spirit leads only by the Scrip- 
tures, then the Heathen, and ſuch as have not the Scrip- 
tures, have not the Benefit of the Leadings of the 
Spirit.---Too many in Popiſb Countries have been, and are, 
deprived of the Uſe of the Scriptures ; and ſome have. 
been ſhut up in Priſons, and even ſuffer'd Martyrdom” 
for their Religion, tho' they had not the Scriptures in 
their own Language, and perhaps knew but very, 
little of them; yet, by the Light of the Loxp ſhining - 
into their Hearts, their Underſtandings were apen'd, 
to ſee the Error of the Doctrine of the Church of Rome, 
and to teſtify againſt it, with the Loſs of their 
Lives. - | | |

In Page 5, he aflerts a wide Difference betwrerm 


Duakeriſm and Chriftianity, in Reſpect to R. Bardlay's 
Words, viz. That by the ſpiritual Birth we are ſuncti- 
fied, and jo juſflified. This he calls @ fat Fuſtifica- 
tion by Works. ------- And favs, the Chriſtian Doc- 
trine is, That eve are juſtified by Faith, and fo cites the 
Words of the Apoſtle Paul, as contained in Nom. iv. 
viz. That unto him that worketh not, but believeth on 
him that juftifieth the Ungodly, his Faith is counted to him 
for Rightecuſneſs : — But whoever would learn the Doc- 
trine of Chriſtianity, from the Apoſtles Writings, muſt 
take the Whole together, and not ſuppoſe one ſingle 
Verſe to contain an Explanation of the Whole: We ought 
to conſider that whole Chapter; for in the preceding

taking it for their Guide, and confiding therein as a ſure Founda- 
tion; which was true Faith in Him who was given for a Light to 
the Gentiles, and one in Nature with the Faith of Abraham. 
Thus People came to be convineed, that after they were turned un- 
to the Lox p they had a Race to run.

which cannot be expected until we take their Guide for our 
Leader, —But the Churches of Galatia being at that Time (as 
Paul called them) Little Children, a People of ſmall Growth 
in the Knowledge of the Myſtery of Godlineſs, were by ſome 
(whom Paul wiſh'd cut off) perſwaded, as many now are, that 
an upright, ſober, godly Life, and blameleſs Converſation, was 
not enough----but they muſt be alſo in the Exerciſe of ſome Out- 
ward Worſhip ; and the Jews Religion carrying the greateſt Shew 
of Godlineſs, they were perſwaded to imitate their Cuſtoms and 
Obſervations. If CugrsT be the Way, if walking by the 
Spirit be the Means, by which we muſt mortify Sin and come to 
a, righteous Liſe ; whofoever goeth from this Way, whoſoever 
Nighteth this Means, hath no more Benefit by Cuz 15T, than a 
Traveller that forſaketh his Guide hath from his Guide, in order 
to a righteons godly Life, As Ckn1s7 is a quickening Spirit, 
it muſt be by following bim in his fpiritual Maniteſt=t:ons that 
a righteous Lite is recovggts 3 nothing eſs can change our Natutes, 
and make vs new Creatures. I'vaFORD's Crounds of a 
Holy Life, p. 6, 7, 8, 9. 67 $538 
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Verſe, Paul ſaith, Not to him that avortetb, is the Ne- 
abard reckon d of Grace, but of Debt. The Faith he 
pleads for here is in Oppoſition to the Works of the 
Creature, excluſive of Grace, as appears from the Words 
of David, cited by him thus, Ver. 6 and 7. Bleed are 
they whoſe Iniquities are forgiven, and whoſe Sins are co- 
wered: Bleſſed is the Man to whom the Lord will not 
impute Sin.-—From whence it's clear, that he only is 
juſtiied that worketh not (by his own Power and 
Strength) but believeth in kim that juſtifieth the Unged- 
ly, or maketh the Ungodly juſt and righteous, by giv- 
ing Grace, and offering Divine Help to them, to bring 
the:n out of Sin, into a State of Reconciliation, wherein 
their Iniquities are forgiven, and Sins covered, and fo 


juſtified ; as they believe in, and receive his Spirit and 


Power in their Hearts, by which this Change is 
wrought ; /o then it is not of him that wilieth nor of him dar 
ranzeth (in his own Will and Time) but of Gob that 
ſheweth Mercy, Rom. ix. 16. For while Men are in the 
actual Commiſſion of Sin, and are refuſing the Offers of 
God's Love, and doing Deſpite to the Spirit of Grace, 
they cannot be juſtified; for David faith, The Lord 
trieth the Righteous, but the Wicked, and him that Ioveith 
Violence, his Soul hateth, Pſ. xi. . The Corinthians. 
were once, doubtleſs, very wicked; but they were waſh · 
Zed, and ſanctified; and in that State juſtified; fee. 
#1 Cor. vi. 11. From hence it's very evident, that Juſ-, 
tification does not go before Sanctification, nor is experi- 
enced by wicked Men until, by the abundant Grace 
and Mercy of God, he is pleaſed to ſanRify them, by 
leading them to * ts, and then forgiving them 
their Sins; and ſo bringing them into Amendment of 
Life, to few forth their Faith by their Works, and 
Buch Works only as are brought forth by the Operation 
of the Grace or Spirit of Gop. Thus, when the Tree

(without being too haſty) that in all Preachings, which

In the ſame Page, he ſeems to triumph over R. Bar- 
clay, for ſaying, However it might pleaſe Gov, who 
winked at the Times of Ignorance, to raiſe ſome Breath- 
ings, and anſwer them — in which he ought to conſider, 
That in the Apoſtacy that. overſpread Chriftendom, and 
yet prevails in Popiſb Countries (where we Proteſtants 
believe their Worſhip to be ſuperſtitious Will-Worthip, 
and Idolatry) there were JoubtleG (and yet are) 
ſome who, thro' the Influence of their Guides, ſub- 
mitted to their Way of Worſhip, and thought it right 
too; and yet, as they were ſincere, their inward Cries, 
or Breathings of Soul, were heard with Acceptance 
by the Loxp. But Woe to ſuch Leaders of the Peo- 
ple who cauſe them to err! that pant after the Duſt 
of the Earth on the Head of the Poor, and turn aſide the 
Way of the Meek, Amos 11.

In the ſame Page, he imagines he diſcovers R. Bar- 
clay contradicting himſelf, in acknowledging ,: That 
praying and preaching at ſet Times may yet proceed fam the 
Spirit.---This, as before obſerved, we never deny'd ; 
and his drawing ſuch a Concluſion from R. Barclay”s 
Writing, was owing to his own Perverſion, or Miſtake ; 
from whence, he very falſly and unjuſtly returns'the 
Charge of Superſtition on the Letter-Wrjter z which 
he could not do on R. Barclay's Principles: For neither 
he, nor the People call'd Qzalers, ever laid more

Yince there is ſcarce any other ſo frequently commanded in the Holy 
Scriptures, as may appear from Pſalm 27. 14. and 37. 7. 34. 
— prev. 20. 22,——lſai. 30. 18. Hoſea 12. 6. Zach. 3. 
8. Matt. 24. 42. and 25. 13. and 26. 41. — Mark 13. 33. 
and 35. 37.— Luke 21. 36.—— Acts 1. 4. and 20. 31. 
1 Cor. 16. 13. Col. 4. 2.—— 1 The. 5. 6. 2 Tim. 4, 
5.—1 Pet. 4. 7. Alſo this Duty is often recommended 
with very great and precious Promiſes, as Pſalm 25. 3. & 37. 9. 
and 69. 6. Iſai. 42. 23.— Lam. 3. 25, 26 © They 
that wait upon the Lox v, ſhall renew their Strength, &c, Iſai, 40. 
I. Now, how is this waiting upon Gop, or wateh- 
ing before him, ** but by this Silence, of which we have ſpoken ? 
Which, as it is in itſelf a great and principal Duty, ſo it neceſfarily 
in order both of Nature and Time precedeth all other BAR

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into Acts of Devotion, or reads, or ſays over a formal 
dead Prayer or Sermon, without waiting to feel the 
Renewings of the quick'ning Spirit, to raiſe fervent 
Cries in his Soul to Gov, for Help and Preſervation, 
&c. performs Will-Worſhip in the true Senſe of the 
Word.—-- And if no more Scripture could be brought 
for it than the Rochabites could bring, for their adher- 
ing to the Injunction of their Father Jonadab, as their 
Conduct therein was highly acceptable to Gop ; - and 
as the true Quakers find, that they are owned of God, 
by the deſcending of his conſolating Love and Peace 
in their Souls—it is ſufficient Inducement to them, to 
continue in that Practice ;----tho* the Service and Be- 
nefit thereof be hid from the Wiſe aud Learned of this 
World, who put Light for Darkneſs, and Darkneſs for 
Light, and call Good Evil, and Evil Good; and yet 

retend the Scripture to be their Rule----while they are 
in the Uſe of Bells, Organs, Surplices, ſprinkling of 
Infants, & croſſing their Foreheads (che Mark of the 
Beaſt, ſee Rev. xili.. 11. and 16.) ufing the Ring in 
Marriage, and therein their vain Expreſſion [ Vith my 
Boay I thee worſhip] and finging Pſalms in publick Wor- 
ſhip ; with many other things practiſed in Colledges, &c. 
For which there is neither Command, Precept, nor 
Example in all the Scriptures ; nor any Authdbrity but 
what was derived from the apoſtatized Church of Rome. 


In Page 11, notwithſtanding his criticiſing on R. 
Barclay's Words in Relation to Bapti/m, he is obliged 
by the Prevalency of Truth to own, That Custsr's 
Baptiſm was not the Baptiſm of John ; nor John's 
Baptiſm the Baptiſm of Caatsr. Which %s owning, 
That they are Two diſline? Bapti/ms And it is 
very plain to me, by the Words of John, concerning 
Cusn r, viz. He muſt increaſe ; but I muſt decreaſe, 
John iii. 30? that John's Diſpenſation of Water-Bap- 
tiſm was to terminate, at the Commencement of 
CarisT's Baptiſm and ſpiritual Diſpenſation : And 
it's evident that the Apoſtle Paul underſtood it ſo when 
be aſſerted, That Here i, Ore Loxbp, One Faith, and

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One Baptiſm, Epheſ. iv. 5. And this was agreeable 
to his Conduct in thanking Gop that be had baptized ſo 
few (ſee 1 Cor. i. 14.) and declaring, That CnR1sT 
ſent him not to baptize, but to preach the Goſpel (Ver. 
16.) Which, if Water-Baptiſm was to have been con- 
tinued, he would doubtleſs have been employ'd more 
in promoting the Practice of, than he was. To which 
tet me add, that if this Author believes, That Mart. 
xxviii. 19, 20, contains a Command for Water-Bap- 
tiſm (tho' not mention'd there) thro* all Ages ; --- 
he muſt ſuppoſe the Command for Arointing the Sick 
1th Oil, to be of the ſame Extent ; for which the 
Apoſtle James (who doubtleſs had the Mind of Cxrsr) 


gave a Command. 


And for the ſame Reaſon that this Author, and all 
other Proteſtants in this Age, diſpenſe with the Non- 
obſervance of that Command, as temporary ; ----I ho 
he will admit the People call'd 2aakers, to diſpenſe 
with what he calls a Command for Water-Baptiſm. 


Beſides if he, and the reſtwof the Members of the

In Page 12. (relating to Breaking of Bread, &c. in 
Remembrance of CxzisT) he allows, That Believers 
partake of the Body and Blood of ChaIsH in a ſpiritual 
Manner: For he could not avoid that Conceſſion, be- 
cauſe it's impoſſible to be partook of Outwardly and 
Literally.-- -And then ſays, A this will never prove, 
that a need not do what CHRIST bas expreſoly com- 
manded to be done.

them, John xiii. 14, 15, 16 and 17.-----If he will not 
allow this to be a Command, he maſt own it to be a 
Practice, ſtrongly recommended by CnhRISsH to his Diſ- 
ciples, by his Example; and preſſed on them by mov- 
ing Arguments. 


If I ſhould Query of him, Why he as a Paſtor and 
Miniſter of the National Church (if ſuch he be) does 
not waſh his Hearers and Followers Feet, from the 
Example of Cur1isT ? I don't ſee how he can excuſe 
himſelf therefrom, without ſuppoſing, that the literal
